1. The amendment filed on 03/18/2004 in response to tine Office action mailed on 
12/18/2003 has been entered. The present Office action is nnade with all the suggested 
amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, pending in this Office action are 
claims 3, 8-16,18-33. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 
In claims 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 16 
non-elected without traverse in a communication filed on 09/26/2003. Accordingly, 
claim 16 has been cancelled. 

4. Claims 3, 8-15 and 18-33 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
semiconductor device as recited in the claims of the instant invention fail to be taught by 
the prior art cited of interest. Yamada shows al semiconductor device but fails to teach 
the specific characteristics of the structure recited in the claims of the instant invention 
e.g. a device having a depletion layer extended from a pn junction to a cathode layer 
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and a having a shortest distance Xi from the pn junction to an edge of a buffer layer that 

meets the following expression: liiiii'^l^fiiiiliiil? where BV Is 
the breakdown voltage of the semiconductor device, £ s is the dielectric permitlvity of the 
semiconductor, q Is the elementary charge quantity, J f is the rated current density of 
the semiconductor device, Vsat is the carrier saturation velocity, and Nd is the 
concentration of the impurity of the first conductivity type In the drift layer
